Washington, Nov. 30.— Secretary 
Root's army bill provides for a lieu 
tenant general, six major generals ami 
15 brigadier generals. 'I I j number i t 
captains, lirst lieutenants and secumi 
lieutenants of the cavalry and iniuo- 
try, is increased from VI to 13 for Mall 
regiment. Three of the captains »hul. 
be available for detail as adjutant, 
quartermaster and commissary; three 
first lieutenants for squadron and bat- 
talion adjutants, and three seeond 
lieutenants for squadron and qua.ter- 
masters and commissary. Provisions 
for the disc ontlnuanca of -the art liery 
arm as at present organized Is ma le 
by organizing an artillery corps 1 aowu 
as coast artillery and field art llery. 
Officers of artillery are to be place d 0». 
one list for promotion according U 
seniority. The corps will have a chid 
of artillery detailed from the colonels 
and while serving in this capacity will 
have the rank and pay of a brigadier 
general. There will be in addition 13 
SOtonsU, 13 lieutenant colonels, 39 
uiajors, 182 captains, 198 first lieuten- 
ants and 192 second lieutenants. The 
captains and lieutenants when not re- 
quired for duty with batteries will be 
available as staff officers during gar- 
rison. Each battery of coast and field 
artillery shall be organized as at pres- 
ent. The increases in the artillery 
shall be 20 per cent each year for five 
years until the maximum of 18,920 
Lien is reached. 

The adjutant general will have the 
rank of major and his corps is increas- 
ed one lieutenant colonel and 10 ma- 
jors. The inspector general's depart- 
ment is increased one lieutenant col- 
onel and six majors. lue judge advo- 
cate's department is increased one col- 
onel and three majors. The quarter- 
master's department is increased two 
colonels, one lieutenant colonel, four 
majors and 24 captains. To till the 
grade of captain, volunteers not over 
36 years old may be appointed. The 
subsistence department is Increased 
one colonel, one lieutenant colonel, 
one major aud 13 captains. The med- 
ical department is increased two col- 
onels, two lieutenant colonels, 10 ma- 
jors, 117 captains and first lieuten- 
ants. The pay department Is Increas- 
ed one colonel, one lieutenant colonel 
and the number of majors Is fixed at 
nine Instead of 20 as at present, with 
27 captains. The majors in the pay 
department at present will hold that 
rank, but no promotions are to be 
made until the number of majors is 
reduced below nine. To fill .the vacan- 
cies of captains men serving as addi- 
tional paymasters volunteers not over 
4ft years old may be selected. The en 
pincers' corps is increased five cap- 
tains, fourteen first lieutenants and 21 
second lieutenants. Promotions are 
to be made by seniority and vacancies 
are to be filled from the regular army. 
The ordnance bureau is increased one 
lieutenant colonel and seven first lieu- 
tenants. The signal corps is increasei 
two majors, f -nr captains, nine fir-t 
lieutenants and during the present 
emergency the president la authorize 1 
to continue for duty in the Philippines 
10 first lieutenants and 10 second lieu- 
tenants as volunteer signal officers. 

All the promotions in the staff cre- 
ated under the act are to be made 
from the present staff corps and when 
vacancies occur by retirement or ofh- 
erwise. the promotions shall be ma'de 
by seniority. Vacancies that cannot 
be filled by such promotions are to be 
filled by detailing Jine ot the ormy, 
the details lasting four y»ars, after 
which the officer shall not be available 
for staff duty until he has served two 
years In the line. It is provided also 
that officers below the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel in any of the- above 
named departments shall serve one 
year In the line, but shall not lose 
their places In the staff corps. Pro- 
vision is made for the retirement of 
any officer who has been suspended 
from duty. This would apply to Gen- 
eral Eagan, commissary general. 

The president is au.korized to enlist 
and organize natives of the Philippine 
islands in organization similar lo the. 
cavalry and Infantry to the uumber oi 
12,000, the officers for such organiza- 
tions to be selected from the regular 
army. The highest officers In com- 
mand of the natives shall be maj »rn. 
When natives by their service ami 
character show fitness for command 
the president is authorized to make 
provisional appointments in the grade 



of second and first lieutenants. A reg- 
iment of Porto Ricans Is authorized.

CSrafled Licences Kediice the Number. 
Soldiers Refused Vino. 

Washington, Nov. 30.— The division 
of insular affairs oT the war depart- 
ment has published a statement r- la 
tlve to the liquor traffic of Manilla. U 
shows that the American authorities 
have increased the license fee from ?< 
for each saloon to $600 for saloons of 
the first class, $250 for those of the 
second class; $100 for third class aul 
$50 for the last class, selling only beer 
and light wine and located outst.le of 
the business district. The sale <.>{ the 
native drink, vino, has been forblddeu 
to soldiers, as it is most harmful in its 
effects upon them. There were only IK 
licenses outstanding June 30, a de 
crease of 69 since the American li- 
censes began. The barrooms are nn re 
orderly and keepers more careful in 
sales to drunken persons and in ob- 
serving the opening and closing hoars. 
No discharged American soldier ho . Is 
a license. Spaniards hold 66 license*. 
Americans 23, Filipinos 26, negroes 2. 
Chinese 8, Japanese 3 and persons Oi 
unknown nationality 27.

Mormon Missionaries Given a Kough 

Kectpiiuii in Hungary. 

Vienna, Nov. 30.— Advicea received 
from Teinesvar. South Hungary, re- 
cord the rough treatment received 
there by two Mormon elders, emlstSr* 
ies from Salt Lake, Utah. The I WO 
elders had hardly commenced to enun 
elate their views on polygamy when 
the audience stormed the platform ana 
ejected the pair from the hall. One Oi 
them was compelled to run the gam 
let of 300 irate citizens armed .vith 
sticks, straps or knotted cords and 
shoed with hobnailed shoes. He 
afterwards stripped to the waist ami 
thrashed by half dozen matrons of 
Tamesvar. The second Mormon was 
ducked in a horse pond. Finally the 
two elders were rescued by the police. 
The minister of the interior has pro- 
hibited further Mormon attempts to 
proselyte as being a danger to the well 
being of the state. 

Davis III State. 
SL Paul, Nov. 30.— The mortal re- 
mains of the late Senator Cuchman 
Kellogg Davis which lay in state in 
the governor's room in the capitol, 
were viewed by hundreds of people 
Friday, who silently filed through the 
room in a constant stream. The cata- 
falque was draped with the national 
colors and the coffin was surrounded 
with floral tributes. At Its head, on an 
easel rested an oil portrait of the dead 
statesman; at the foot, the sword he 
carried through the civil war. The M 
semblage of people, representing all 
classes of society, passed slowly by thi 
open coffin to take a last look at the 
man who had honored his state wh.le 
serving it. The funeral services will 
be at 11 a. m. Saturday. 

Galveston Harbor. 
Fort Worth, Tex., Nov. 30.— The two 
days' conference of leading representa- 
tives of the state for the purpose of 
devising means for the restoration of 
Galveston's deep water port and furth- 
er protection of the harbor opened^ 
here Friday. Resolutions will be 
adopted calling for* national and state 
aid. Committees will be chosen to 
present a memorial to congiess and 
the Texas legislature. 

Shopping In Gothura. 

Washington, Nov. 30.— Mrs. McKin- 
ley, accompanied by Comptroller and 
Mrs. Dawes and Dr. Rlxey, left for 
New York in a special car attached to 
the 10 o'clock train of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. They are on a shop- 
pin* tour and expect to return to 
Washington ear ly next week .

Washington, Nov. 30.— Lieutenant 
Colonel Kussell H Harrison, a son o. 
former President Hairison, Will C€Bfl% 
to be an officer in tin- army Saturday. 
Dec. 1. Earnest representations 0. 
friends and personal appeals made tu 
the president and sfcretary of war 
failed and he will be discharged in SC 
cordance with the terms of the orders 
issued while Boeretnr* Root was in 
Cuba. Th's action is taken in spito ot 
the favoiable recommendation oi Drig- 
adier General J. 0. Breckinridge, In- 
spector general, who is chief of corps 
of which Lieutenant Colonel Harrison 
was a volunteer member, and it is un 
derstood that Lieutenant General M.les 
favored his mention. The president 
decided, however, that the action of 
the war department was justifiable 
and Lieutenant Colonel fla rlson must 
go. In explanation of the determina- 
tion of the president and Secretary of 
war to drop Lieutenant Colonel Har- 
rison from the service, a hi^'h ofiVia! 
of the war department said that he 
had been in service longer than any 
other of Ihe sons of the noted men ap- 
pointed during and subsequent to the 
war with Spain. James G. Blaine, 
Stewart M Brice and others of prom- 
inent families were discharged months 
ago. Lieutenant Colonel Harrison, it 
is further said, has shown no special 
aptitude for the army and as the de- 
partment of Porto Rico, to which he 
was attached, was recently abolished 
there was no further need for liis 
services. 

Morrison Murder Trial. 

Eldorado, Kan., Nov. 30.— The trial 
of Jessie Morrison, charged with the 
murder of Mrs. Olin Castle, began in 
earnest Friday when at the opening o 
the court Prosecuting Atlorney Brum 
back stated the case for the state. 
The courtroom was filled with spectat- 
ors, the majority of whom were wo 
men. The Morrison family, the Cas 
ties and the Wileys were all present. 
Mr. Brumback stated the prosecution 
expected to show that Jessie Morrison 
went to Mr. Castle's house prepared to 
murder Clara Wiley Castle. They 
would show, he said, that the prisoner 
went armed with two razors, or a 
razor and a knife, and that she attack- 
ed Mrs. Castle, Inflicting 18 wounds, 
through passion, jealousy and anger, 
malice and hatred against Mrs. Castle 
and her husband, and the state would 
ask for a verdict of murder in the first 
degree. A. T. Kramer stated the case 
fi*r the defense and said he would show 
that Miss Morrison had cut Mrs. Cas- 
tle in self defense after the latter had 
attacked her. It was announced that 
the state and defense would present a 
total of 115 witnesses to be examined. 
The taking of testimony was then be- 
gun, the state calling Mrs. Bettle Mo- 
berly. the first person who entered the 
Castle home in response to Mrs. Cas- 
tle's cries for help 

Itsjbber Kcpuh.tc Crashed. 

Washington, Nov. 30.— Announce 
nient of the existence oi the Acie re- 
public and the news v>f its extermina- 
tion came almost simultaneously. It 
was declared In December, 1899, and 
crushed in August. 1900. A recent Den- 
ver dispatch announced that Acre had 
sent a minister to this country. If the 
minister has come in good faith, he is 
doomed to disappointment. The repub- 
lic of Bolivia has conquered his coun- 
try and wiped out its shorllived gov- 
ernment. This statement in made by 
the Bolivian minister to the United 
States, Senor Don Fernando B. Gua- 
challa, who has returned to Washing- 
ton preparatory to establishing a le- 
gation. The lack of information about 
the short history of the republic of 
Acre is due chiefly to its remoteness 
from settled parts of South America. 

Meeting Postponed. 
Washington, Nov. 30.— Chairman 
Payne has withdrawn the call for a 
meeting of the ways and means com- 
mittee Saturday to consider the bill for 
reducing the war revenue, on account 
of the absence of Representatives 
Grosvenor and Tawney, who have 
gone to St. Paul to attend the funeral 
of Senator Davis, and the unavoidable 
absence of Representative Steel. The 
meeting may be held Tuesday. The 
members of the subcommittee, Messrs 
Payne and Dalzell, had a conference 
with Speaker Henderson and after- 
ward With Chairman Aldrich and Sen- 
ator Allison of the senate finance com- 
mittee concerning a program for push- 



ing the legislation. No definite con- 
clusion was reached. 

Kalher Mo Moon's Prospect*. 

Chicago. Nov. 30. - It is now certain

San Fraiicibco, Nov. 30. — Not in the

tails that In which more than luu men 
anJ boys, who were v.ewing tne BtSU 
ford-California football game Lorn the 
roof of an adjoining glass n.auu:.i 
tory were suddenly precipitated into 
the interior of the building, many 
landing on the white-hot tarnaccs. 
The ventilator annex to the roof, on 
which they were perched. Collapsed 
under the strain and without warning 
17 persons were hurled to their death 
The injured in hospitals or at their 
homes number t»3 and of these Several 
cannot survive. 

Nearly all of the fatalities were 
caused by the force of the fall; in 
only a few cases, was contact with the 
furnaces the immediate cause of death, 
for ready hands quickly dragged into 
the open air, those who were in dan- 
ger of being burned alive. Charles 
Yost, oven man of the glass WOl I;-, 
was raking the fire when the crash 
came and narrowly escaped being 
struck by the falling bodies. He says 
those killed either struck the heavy 
bands that surround the glass oven or 
were crushed by those who fell on top 
of them. 

Many succeeded in staying their de- 
scent for a moment by clutching th<- 
broken beams, but before they e >u'<! 
be reached they were obliged to re- 
lease their hold and drop to the floor 
45 feet below. Clarence Juter, a fur- 
nace tender pulled eight people off tip- 
top of the retorts, where the heat was 
about 500 degrees. The oil pipes were 
full and the fire did not go down until 
they were emptied. Some of the men 
and boys were terribly burned. While 
aiding in removing the dead and 
wounded. T. J. Parker, a fireman, 
found his own son among those in- 
jured. The lad will probably die. 

The managers of the glass works 
state that is was Impossible for them 
to keep the people off their buildings. 
They disclaim all responsibility for the 
accident. It is estimated that over 
300 people were on the ventilator when 
It collapsed for its entire length of 100 
feet. Some were thrown to the main 
roof of the building and escaped un 
hurt, but of thos>> who fell to the fur- 
naces, nearly all wore either killed or 
seriously injured. 

Naval MHHIa. 

Washington, Nov. 30.— Lieutenant. 
Commander W. H. H. Southeiland, tha 
Officer in charge of the naval nllltla, 
has made a special report to the navy 
department upon the operations oi 
that organization during the past year. 
Twenty states are shown to have an 
organized naval militia, compiising In 
all 507 officers and 5.309 petty OfAotri 
and enlisted men. The naval appro- 
priation act allotted the sum ot *..0, 
000 for the militia of Which *57,00d had 
been distributed among the -'0 StStf 
organizations. Lieutenant Command 
er Sontherland sets foith an array oi 
facts to make obvious the absolute 
necessity of a national naval re- 
serve, in addition to the present mili- 
tia organizations, calling particular at- 
tention to the fact that this propocod 
Innovation is not suggeited with any 
view whatever of displacing the pres- 
ent naval militia. 

Called on the Queeu. 

London, Nov. 30.-- The members of 
the Royal Canadian regiment who 
have just returned from South Africa 
were enthusiastically received by the 
people of Windsor. The soldiers pro- 
ceeded to the castle and were reviewed 
by the queen in the quadrangle. \ln 
majesty, addressing the Canadians, 
thanked tin m for the Immense ser- 
vices they had rendered the empire, 
The officers were then presented lndl< 
Tldually, arter which the queen sum 
moned Private Armstrong of New 
Brunswick, who lost a leg during the 
campaign, but who joined in the 
march on crutches. After the soldiers 
had been thown over the state apart- 
ments, they were entertained at lunch 
eon in the royal riding school.

Much of the time o.' t.»e meet- 
ing was given up to listening to Secre- 
tary Root's account of his Cuban trip 
Secretary Hay explained briefly the 
new features of the Chinese situation, 
which, however, were not of much im- 
portance. The fire at the treasury de- 
partment led to a discussion of the ad- 
visability of establishing a hall of 
records. The question of appointing 
a commissioner of Internal revenue to 
succeed the late Commissioner Wilson 
came up during the meeting and it 
disclosed the fact that Joseph H. Man- 
ley of Maine would probably be an ap- 
plicant for the place. Owing to the 
deaths of Senators Davis and Gear, the 
president's message probably will not 
be transmitted to congress uutil Tues- 
day. Dec. 4.

Paris, Nov. 30.— Mr. Kruger remain- 
ed in doors, engaged iu consultations 
with his advisors and receiving call- 
ers until shortly after 1 o'clock p. m.. 
when accompanied by Dr. Leyds anu

The interview lasted 10 minutes, after 
which Mr. Kruger returned to his ho- 
tel. He will leave Paris Saturday at 
10:45 a.m. by special train for Cologne.

Washington, Nov. 30 — The president 
and Speaker Henderson had an ex- 
tended private conference Friday. 
They took a long drive together at 
which it is understood the program of 
the coming session of congress was 
discussed. A large number of senators 
and representatives awaited the pres- 
ident when he returned. The cabinet 
had already assembled and they left 
without the president seeing him.
